gress Radiology, Copenhagen, 1954,” published RADIOGRAPHY (England), May 1954.

Sixty-eight manufacturers exhibited apparatus 
and gadgets, opaque media, photographic 
materials and physical instruments, including 
electrocardiograms and dosimeters. The Sie- 
mens and Philips Stands were the most 
impressive for their size, the latter exhibiting 
different types apparatus. 


The outstanding exhibit all firms was 
apparatus for photofluorography with aid the 
mirror camera either for single roll films. 
Philips and Westinghouse showed image 
amplifier giving intensification 1,000 
times the usual fluoroscopic image. Westing- 
house uses mirror reflection means 
viewing, Philips uses the monocular 
binocular lens system. The latter available 
this country and already installed several 
hospitals. Siemens showed amongst other 
things the cineradiographic unit used Pro- 
fessor Janker.

ment x-ray equipment and tech- 
nique, there has been increased 
demand for Bronchograms diagnos- 
tic aid determining pulmonary lesions, 
such Bronchiectasis and Malignancy. 


The term simply 
means radiography the bronchial tree, 
but the actual procedure employed 
difficult task. The bronchi are not 
normally visible plain chest film, and 
therefore, must use contrast medium 
visualizing the gastro-intestinal 
tract. 


Sicard-Forrestier 1922 first success- 
fully described its use. Since then there 
has been steady progress made aid the 
physician diagnosing the particular 
ailments the patients.

The trachea which approximately 
inches long extends from the larynx 
point opposite the fourth dorsal 
vertebra. this site the trachea divides 
into two bronchi, the left and right main 
bronchi. The right bronchus has three 
main divisions—one for each the three 
lobes. The left main bronchus divides 
into branches—one for each lobe. The 
drawings below illustrate the anatomy 
all the lobes and segments that com- 
prehensive study may made. 


studying these illustrations 
readily understandable why the patient 
put into the various positions during the 
introduction the contrast agent and 
also thorough knowledge may 
gained anatomical structures the 
lungs and their relationship each 
other.

General Surgical Procedures: 


Adequate preparation the patient 
vitally important and the final result 
depends largely upon this factor. 

Preliminary attention from the physio- 
therapist consists postural drainage 
and percussion order dislodge and 
remove the mucous. This carried out 
two hours before the bronchogram and 
once day for three days before the 
examination. The patient also given 
routine breathing exercises the pos- 
tural drainage position. This same 
procedure also repeated about two 
hours before the x-ray examination. 
Premedication usually consists short 
acting barbiturate and small dose 
atropine about half-hour one hour be- 
fore the bronchogram commences. There 
are three methods introducing the con- 
trast media into the bronchial tree. 


First the Crico-thyroid route 
where needle inserted directly into 
the trachea. adults this method pre- 
ferred because more local anaesthetic may 
administered. 

Second the Endotracheal intuba- 
tion. This technique the same the 
crico-thyroid route except that rubber 
catheter inserted through the nose into 
the trachea. This method used chiefly 
for patients who are done under general 
anaesthesia. 

Third the “over the tongue” 
method. This carried out quite exten- 
sively the University Alberta Hos- 
pital. The medium injected either into 
the nose over the tongue and allowed 
flow down the anterior wall the 
pharynx into the trachea the desired 
side. 

more thorough anaesthetic 
quired for this technique. The patient 
then anaesthetized until all cough reflex 
abolished. 
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For local anaesthesia larger volume 
lower concentration the anaes- 
thetic used giving two parts. 
First, approximately ccs. the solution 
introduced into the trachea which 
causes the patient cough. Then about 
five minutes later the anaesthetic will 
have taken effect, further ccs. intro- 
duced that enters the main bronchus 
the lung examined. this way 
more extensive distribution the 
anaesthesia achieved. 

the University Alberta Hospital 
the method used the radiologists 
follows: 

The patient first sucks piece gauze 
soaked two per cent. pontocaine. The 
pharynx then sprayed inhalation. 
Then another local application two per 
cent. pontocaine through the nasal cathe- 
ter into the larynx. Five minutes later 
application through the nasal catheter 
into the bronchi with posturing the 
patient. This last part done with one- 
half per cent. pontocaine. 

Posturing the patient usually done 
the x-ray table order that the patient 
can tilted the desired positions 
distribute the medium throughout the 
bronchial tree. 


Contrast Media: 


The choice good material that 
well tolerated the tissues and becomes 
distributed the mucosal surfaces with- 
out filling the lumen important. The 
material used should stimulate the cough 
reflex degree. There are two types 
radiopaque agents used, namely, 
Iodized oil and Dionosil. 

Iodized oil has been used almost 
exclusively over the last number years 
and has achieved excellent results. 

The need for contrast agent that 
rapidly eliminated from the body has 
made available rather new agent named 
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Dionosil which aqueous suspension 
with iodine content per cent. 
very thorough anaesthetic required for 
this agent. There are also two types 
even newer medium named Dionosil 
oily. These two types are oily medium 
instead aqueous suspension. 


One per cent. suspension and 
has iodine content about per 
cent. The other has per cent. suspen- 
sion propyl iodine peanut oil with 
per cent. iodine content. This type 
has little likelihood alveolar filling. 


Technique and Positioning: 


low kilovoltage and high milliamper- 
age desired produce maximum 
amount contrast and detail possible. 
The shortest time possible utilized 
order minimize movement, which 
quite important the patient generally 
quite unstable due the medication. 
means immobilization such com- 
pression bands may used desired. 

all possible upright bucky 
distance six feet used.

Before the examination begins the 
technician charge must certain that 
everything needed, such anaesthetic, 
contrast media, cassettes, etc., ready 
there will delay. 


some cases necessary that 
particular section the bronchial tree 
examined, and that parts situated either 
anterior posterior blurred out. 
For example the anterior bronchus 
the right upper lobe examined 
preferable blur out the posterior 
bronchus. this the patient placed 
the postero-anterior position and 
short anode-film-distance approximate- 
readily seen that the anterior 
bronchus will have good detail and the 
posterior bronchus which further away 
from the film will blurred. 

After the films have been completed 
the patient then made comfortable and 
told not cough.

recent years some radiologists have 
learned diagnose many lesions vir- 
tue soft tissue changes, and not infre- 
quently diagnoses this means can 
established earlier than would possible 
they were forced wait for bony 
changes. The radiologist, however, can- 
not render this service the clinician 
without the help experienced and 
capable technicians. 


Since soft tissue radiography differs 
many fundamental respects 
radiography denser structures, 
thought would worthwhile 
attempt outline briefly some the 
more important aspects and indications 
for this technic. 


Included this field are those pro- 
cedures which employ contrast media: 
air encephalography and pneumoar- 
thrography; iodine compounds myelo- 
graphy, angiography and pyelography. 
will deal only with technics without 
contrast media, introducing differentia- 
tion within the muscle layers manipu- 
lating the technical factors. 


The reason soft tissue not visualized 
geneous shadow that fatty tissues are 
more radiolucent than other tissue. What 
can seen either fat cells between the 
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muscle layers blood vessels and edema 
fluid subcutaneous fat. 


Body tissue regard density falls 
into two classes: first, those whose 
density approximates that water and 
secondly, those which are chiefly fatty. 
Consideration the plane contrast 
between the aqueous and fatty tissue will 
yield high quality radiographs, demon- 
blood vessels, varicose veins, 
muscle atrophy and degeneration and 
breast tumors. 


soft tissue radiograph merely 
shadow different densities and opaci- 
ties whose visibility largely dependent 
the technical factors employed. 
Formerly, soft tissue films extremities 
show early calcification were obtained 
reducing KVP ten producing 
light film, not soft tissue radiograph. 
Technic must very exacting that 
contrast will maximum. Contrast 
soft tissue radiograph makes detail 
more visible and allows for comparison 
between the blacks and whites the 
film. 


Most detrimental contrast fog.

Screens increase contrast allowing

New “Florazure” screens are 2-3 times 
faster but their use general radiography 
not recommended since excessively 
high speed creates screen blur.

Also the 
clavicles fell across the apical area and 
times obscured suspected lesions lying 
beneath those osseous structures. 

To-day, since the science radiology 
has progressed rapidly, there has been 
developed excellent view for this 
apical area, the so-called Lordotic Posi- 
tion, which plays great part enabling 
the technician obtain radiograph 
from which the radiologist may make 
satisfactory interpretation. this view 
the clavicles are thrown above the first 


the standpoint radiology 
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rib and separation the scapulae from 
the apical area obtained, thus giving 
increased visibility cavities the area. 
also helpful for diagnosis inter- 
lobar effusion, and means disclos- 
ing hidden ill-defined tuberculous 
lesions, without recourse other pro- 
cedures. 

recall case our Sanatorium 
patient who had the standard view 
the chest, which revealed suspicious 
area the apical region. the special 
Lordotic View was recommended our 
Radiologist and this showed cavity cm. 
diameter the left upper hilum pole, 
the level third rib. 

POSITION: The patient placed be- 
fore the cassette changer facing the tube 
and requested step forward inches. 
The body then bent backward 
extreme lordosis possible, chin ele- 
vated, hands placed the hips, chest 
thrust forward far possible. The 
shoulders are also drawn back. The 
central ray directed pass 
through the fourth dorsal body posterior- 
with 10° caudad tilt. This throws 
the clavicles above the first rib; thus the 
apical area bilaterally opened 
clearly. 

conclusion, this Lordotic View has 
proven extremely valuable cases hid- 
Furthermore may render unnecessary 
other procedures such laminography 
which great number hospitals are not 
device both for doctor and patient and 
less expensive. Finally, any view which 
aids delineating the apical region more 
clearly also aids radiological diagnosis.

F-64A3, our radiation service techni- 
cian, lovely young woman years 
age, with four years “on the job” experi- 
ence.

She would have included among 
her duties the making x-ray films for 
diagnosis and the operation radiation 
therapy apparatus. Now however, her 
responsibility solely that keeping 
radiation electronic equipment work- 
ing order.

electrically charged aluminum plate 
exposed, and result these charges are 
grouped according the intensity the 
emergent x-ray beam. The plate then placed 
box and chemical powder charged oppo- 
sitely the plate sprayed into the box. The 
charged particles dust cling the plate 
varying densities, giving you almost third 
dimension radiograph. 


Other very interesting papers were presented 
including the second NEMA Award-winning 
lecture “Radiographic Technique for Use 
with 1000 Kv. Therapy Unit” Dante 
Lella, R.T., Rochester, N.Y.

The first award—the Pfahler Memorial Cup, 
went Mr. Floyd Driver, R.T., Sunter, 
South Carolina, for his excellent exhibit entitled 
“The Shoulder See It.”
